We shall endeavor as speedily as possible to 
relieve our neighbor from this state of dubita- 
tion. There is nothing new under the sun, says 
the wise man. Our “new creed in politics” 
dates further back than the French Revolution. 
if we are not mistaken, and we desire to speak 
with all modesty on the subject, it is wondrous- 
ly similar to a certain creed promulgated by a 
setof men, whom Americans are wont to call 
the Patriots of °76. The truth is, we do not 
know how better to answer the first inquiry of 
our friend, than by quotations from the Declara- 
tion of Independence,and from the Constitutions 
of the several States of this republic. We pre- 
fer doing this, as any definition we might offer, 
would seem new to the ears of the inquirer. 

We think it is customary in this county, once 
a year, to read a document in which occurs the 
following passage : 

“We hold these ¢ruths to be self evident—that 
ALL magn are CREATED EQUAL; that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 


rights; that among these are Jife, hberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” 


Now we are inclined to think, although pos- 
sibly we may be mistaken, that, if a right be 
inalienable, it may be said to be indestructible; 
also, if att. men are created rquvat, and their 
Creator has endowed them with certaininalienable 
or indestructible rights, then their “natural 
rights” may be said to beegual. It seems to us 
therefore, that in laying down the “Indestructi- 
bility and Equality of Natural Rights,” as A* 
merican Principles, we but repeated the novel 
doctrines of the Declaration of Independence. 

In the year 1792, thePeople of New Hampshire 
in convention assembled,adopted a Bill of Rights, 
with the following ‘‘new creed in politics.” 

“ALL men are born EQUALLY free and indepen- 
dent.” 

“Art men have certain natural, essential and 
inherent rights—among which are, the enjoying 
and defending /ife, and liberty, acquiring.possess- 
ing and protecting property; and, in a word, of 
seeking and obtaining happiness.” 

The inhabitants of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, held a Convention in 1779-80, 
formed a constitution, and broached « creed in 
politics, which was attempted to be “put into 
practice” in the French Revolution. The first 
article runneth on this wise. 


“ALL men are born FREE and revar, and have 
certain natural, essential and UNAIAENABLE Ti ghts, 
among which may be reckoned the right of 
enjoying and defending their lives, and liberties; 
that of acquiring, possessing and protecting 
property; in fine, that of seeking and obtaining 
their safety and happiness.” : 


What is still more marvellous, this very de 
elaration is consideted to be true, to this day, by 
the good people of that ancient commonwealth, 

On the 2nd day of September 1790, the Peo- 
ple of Pennsylvania promulgated the following 
extraordinary sentiment. 

¢ That ant men are born rquarty free and in- 
dependent, and have certain inherent, and 1Npr- 
FEISIBLE rights, among which are those of en- 
joying and defending life and liberty, of ac- 
quiring, possessing, and protecting property and 
reputation, and of pursuing their own /appiuess.” 

The constitution of the State of Delaware, 
by a remarkable coincidence, puts forth a siimi- 
lar doctrine, as follows:— 

“Through Divine goodness, ant, men have By 
NATURE, the rights of worshipping and serving their 
Creator according to the dictates of their con- 
sciences, of enjoying and defending /ife and lib- 
erty, of acquiring and protecting reputation and 
property.” 

Vermont, forming her constitution in 1793, 
was also carried away with the “new creed in 
politics,” to such a degree as to declare, 

“That att men are born rquaty free and in- 
dependent, and have certain natural, inherent and 
unalienable rights, among which are the enjoy- 
ing and defending life and liberty, acquiring, 
possessing and protecting property, and possess. 
ing and obtaining happiness and safety.” 

But, what is most remarkable, we find our 
“new creed” in the constitution of Ohio, which 
thus holds forth: 

“That the general, great, and essential prin- 
ciples of liberty and free government may be re- 
cognized, and forever unalterably established, 
we declare, 

“That azz. men are born rquatry free and in- 
dependent, and have certain natural, inherent, and 
UNALIENABLE rights, amongst which are the en- 
joying and defending hfe and liberty, acquir- 
ing, possessing and protecting property, and pur- 
suing and obtaining happiness and safety.” 

Is the first question of our neighbor answered, 
satisfactorily? If not, let him say so, and we 
will try again. 

To the second question we shall defer an an- 
swer, till we have replied to the third-—“In what 
part of the Bible are these equal and indestrue- 
tible Natural rights taught?” 

They are taught in Genesis, where we learn 

that the whole human race descended from 
Adam and Eve, who is there ealled the mother of 
all living—and who both were the offspring of 
God, who said—“Let us make man in our im- 
age, after our likeness; and let them have domin- 
ion over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over the cattle, and over all the 
earth, and over every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth.” 
We infer from the unity of the human race, 
its origin in God, and from dominiog, berng giv- 
en to men over every thing belonging to the 
earth, but not over each othes, that alt men have 
certain natural mghts, which, are equal and in. 
destructible.

The public have recently been informed, that 
Dr. Junkin has resigned the Presideney of Mi- 
ami University, and returns again to Lafayette 
College, Easton, Pa. How will this resignation 
affect the latter institution? Unhesitatingly, 
I answer, favorably. Whatever talents or re- 
spectability Dr. J. may possess, it is true that 
he rendered himself justly obnoxious to consid- 


Many students were lost to our State Institu- 
tion, simply by the presence of Dr. J. This is 
proved beyond all doubt. I heard but yester- 
day of two young men, not very far from Ox- 
ford, who had been withheld, for more than a 
year, from entering the College, by the unani- 
mous vote of an old school, a strongly anti-ab- 
olition session, ‘There are many similar instan- 
ces. Now this hindrance being removed, will 
prosperity be restored ? I do not doubt that it 
will. The intentions of the Board are of course 
unknown. But they must meet immediately 
to make provision for the exigency. They 
cannot instantly elect or introduce a new Pres- 
ident. Their recent experience will show them 
the importance of proceeding leisurely in this 
business. In the mean time, they have upon 
the ground, and in the University itself, a gen- 
tleman every way competent to preside, and 
who may, no doubt be persuaded to preside, 
until a suitable successor be chosen. I refer to 
the honored and venerable Dr. Bishop. His 
admirable abilities, commanding intellect, pa- 
rental government, and lofty virtues, with those 
of his able and excellent colleagues, acquired 
for Miami University that enviable title, the 
Yale of the West. br. Bishop’s natural force 
has not abated; and, were the country gener- 
ally consulted, we have no doubt that he, above 
all other men, would be called permanently to 
the Presidency. But he would not accept the 
office as a permanent one; though he would 
not refuse to preside temporarily. The Uni- 
versity is the object of his strongest affections. 
He desires to see it restored to wonted prosper- 
ity, and to leave it in hands capable of success- 
fully administering its government. 

One of the old colleagues of Dr. Bishop, who 
assisted in earning for Oxford its former emi- 
nence, still remains in the Institution. Dr. 
Scott has been 16 joa in the department of 
Mathematics, or of Natural Science, (his pres- 
ent department.) His ability as an instructor, 
his excellency as a man, and his courteous and 
dignified deportment as a gentleman, are_at- 
tested by hundreds of young men in our coun- 
try, who have been placed, in part, under his 
care. Prof. MeArthur and Prof. Moffat are 
well qualified to discharge the duties of their 
stations, and are respected and beloved by all 
who know them, The mathematical Professor 
is a young-man, who has his reputation to ac- 
quire, and who deserves a fair trial.

Cotton, Texas and the South, 
Whitney’s Gin first came into general use 
in 1794, The export of cotton that year was 
1,601,760 pounds. In 1802, eight years after, it 
had risen to 20,911,201 pounds. In 1843, it 
amounted to 7 or 800,000,000 pounds. 

The cotton crop of, ‘Texas is now about the 

same as was the whole export of the U. States 

in 1802. In 1830, the import of Texas cotton 

into the United States, was 379,037 Ibs.; in 

1843, 7,593,107 Ibs. 

* The cotton export of the United States in the 

eight years succeeding the general use of Whit 

ney’s gin, increased 1200 per cent; while the ex- 

poxt of cotton from Texas to this country, due 
riig the last eight years, has increased nearly 

2000 per cent. 

There can be no doubt that ina few years, 

whether Texas remain independent, or be an- 
nexed, if Slave-labor be continued there, the 
Southern States will find in her a most formida- 
ble competitor in the growth of cotton. To 
such an extent, indeed, will this competition be 
carried as to sink the price of the article below 
the point af ,proftable.culture, thus eventually 
undermining the whole fabric of Slave-labor in 
the cotton growing Southern States, which will 
then be compelled to resort to slave selling to 
save themselves from utter impoverishment.— 
This event will be hastened by annexation, be- 
cause the tide of emigration into Texas, of 
Southern planters and slaves, would flow more 
rapidly if made a part of our Union. The real 
interest of the slave States is, to have Texas re- 
main independent, and become a free State; for 
in that case, her labor would be distributed, just 
as free labor is diversified in the free States, and 
she never could become a dangerous rival in cot- 
ton-growing. : 
But, the slave holdersare not to be convinced. 
Their own infatuation will co-operate with oth- 
er causes in working the overthrow of Slavery.

He now lies in prison at cola, waiting his trial, 
without funds to employ counsel, and his family are des- 
litute. CHARLES T, TORREY is a Congregational 
minister, in good and regtflar standing. He was succes- 
sor to the Rev. Dr. Cheever, of this city, in the pastoral 
charge of a Church in Salem, Mass., and has since been 
an anti-slavery lecturer and editor. His grandfather was 
the Hon, Charles Turner, formerly member of Congress, 
and he married a daughter of the Rev. Dr. Ide. He has 
a wife and three children dependent upon him for a sup- 
port. He now lies in the Baltimore jail. An appeal to 
the public has been made in Boston on behalf of Mr. Tor- 
rey,and with the funds contributed counsel have been 
retained. A still larger amount is necessary for his de- 
fence, and the committee making this appeal will act in 
concurrence with the committee in Boston.

JONATHAN WALKER’S LETTER. 
; Pensacoa, July 29, 1844. 

. Dear Wire anp CHILDREN— 

I have the privilege, by the mercy of our 
God and Father, of writing to you again, but my situation 
is far from being what I would choose. About the time 1 
wrote my last letter, which was,I think, the 18th of June, 
Ihad made some arrangements to take some passengers 


to Nassau, New Providence, a little to the d of 
Cape Florida. On the 23d I started with red 
persons in my boat—I was quite unwell t be- 


fore we left here, and the sixth day out I did'@Ot expect 
to survive twenty-four hours; but the next day I was a 
little better; and two or three days afterward I had ano- 
ther severe ill turn, which I did but just survive. My 
sickness was intermittent fever and inward canker, 
brought on by extreme exposure. I never saw such hot 
weather in my life. We proceeded on our voyage down 
the coast, until the 8th of July, when the sloop Elizabeth 
Catharine, of Key West, (a wrecker,) fell in with us 
near Cape Florida, and took us by force to Key West.— 
There I was taken beforea justice of the peace, as they 
are called, and from thence to jail, where I remained four 
days, and then was put down a steamboat’s hold, among 
filth, where it was extremely warm, and put in irons, 
hands and feet, where I remained nearly the whole time 
for six days, during which time she came to Pensacola, 
and here 1 was taken to the court house, and from thence 
to jail, where I remain secured to a largering bolt by a 
chain made of half inch iron, and a shackle round my 
ankle, which weighs about five pounds, s0 that I have to 
lie or sit down all thetime. If I could walk the room 
it would afford megreat relief. 1 have for four or five 
days recovered my health quite fast, but from the 25th of 
June until the 23d of July, { was not able to sit up three 
hours in aday, and nearly all the time very much expo- 
sed. Icannot say when I shall have my trial, nor what 
the result will be; ‘The regular term of court does not 
come on until November, but the judge does not know 
but that he shall appoint a special term before that time. 

In about one day more, if we had not fallenin with an 
enemy, we should have been out of their way altogether. 

Jane! what is to become of thee and thechildren? I 
have lost nearly what little I had in the fracas, and I am 
confident that you are needy at thistime. You had bet- 
ter send and get the proceeds of that iron and spars 
which I sent to Fall river, and do as well as you can.— 
Write me as soon as you get this that I may know how 
it is. 

The Lord Jesus has been abundantly good to me thro 
all my afflictions thus far, and I feel and trust that his 
Spirit will accompany me through—for I cannot let Him 
go. Should I be taken away to-day, I feel that all will 
be well beyond the grave... My confidence is strong in 
Him, for he has purchased redemption by his blood for 
such vile sinners as me. 

Dear wife and children, trust to Jesus for help. Ifyou 
do in earnest, He will prove your best friend here and 
hereafter. Get your iuformation from the New Testa- 
ment and do not trust in flesh. ~ 

O! my dear old parents, don’t worry about me, for 
amin good spirits, and shall weather the storm. -

Russian Story. 


An interesting anecdote, illustrative of Rus. 
sian manners, is told by a gentleman who has 
recently traveled in the north of Europe. An 
officer in the prime of manhood, of high rank 
in the Russian army, was appointed by the Em- 
peror Alexander to the command of a remote 
province of the empire. On his arrival at the 
chief town of his government, he was visited 
by the nobility and great officers of the dis- 
trict, and, among the rest, by a certin Count, 
whom he recognized as one of his old class- 
mates at a military school, where they had 
parted in hostility on account of an insult re- 
ceived by the Count, which he had not courage 
to resist. Of all the visitors, this count was 
the most overpowering in his civilities. Meet- 
ing the Gov. as one whom he had never seen 
before, he endeavored to give the impression 
that they had always been strangers to each 
other. ‘To his new ruler, he spoke as if he had 
no remembrance of his person or name, and 
played his part so well that the former was al- 
most convinced that the youthful quarrel had 
escaped his recollection. Knowing, however, 
the duration of a Russian resentment, the 
Governor prudently resolved to be upon his 
guard. Still every thing continued to proceed 
smoothly, and the smiles and civilities of the 
Count continued to be lavished upon his old 
enemy, and nothing occurred to awaken suspi- 
cion or to cloud their mutual courtesies. At 
length, the Count appointed a day for giving a 
great fete at his castle. This castle was situa- 
ted on a rough and difficult tract of country, 
protected by mountainous defiles, yet but a 
few miles distant from the head quarters of 
the Governor. ‘To this castle his excellency 
was invited, to attend the feast, which was to 
pbe adorned with all the splendors and magniti- 
cence of the Russian noblesse.

The Cincinnati (0. 8S.) Synod. 

We had net room yesterday for comments on 
the resolutions adopted on the Slavery question, 
by the Cincinnati (Old School) Synod. We 
again republish them: 


“Whereas, the subject of slavery has been 
frequently presented to this Synod, and discuss- 
ed and acted upon at different periods: 

And whereas, it appears evident from remarks 
of brethren, that still there is a misunderstand. 
ing among some of our churches as to the views 
of synod regarding it: and consequently we 
deem it a dutyin these circumstances,to express 
ourselves as clearly as_ possible :— : 

1. Resolved, That the system of slavery as it 
exists in several States of this Union, inefuding 
those unequal and unjust laws which authorize 
the master to separate families and make mer- 
chandize of his slave for gain, is manifestly con- 
trary to the principles of the Gospel, and there- 
fore sinful.

Resolved, That this expression of our views 
be published insthe Presbyterian of the West, 
and alsoin the Protestant and Herald.” 


These are the strongest resolutions, we be- 
lieve, ever passed by the Synod. The first 
pronounces sentence of condemnation upon the 
whole system of American Slavery, as at war 
with the principles of the gospel, and, therefore, 
sinful. The inference is inevitable:—it ought 
not to continue one moment longer. Those who 
are responsible for it, and have the power, ought 
to put an end toit, immediately. For surely, 
there can be no indulgence to sin. No man, no 
set of men ought to continue to support that, 
which is sinful. This resolution, therefore, 
pledges the Synod ta use all the legitimate 
means in its power, to withdraw the support of 
the Presbyterian Church from this sinful system. 

The &ynod must now go forward, or rescind 


the resolution. _ . ; 
He who practices Slavery—he who apologi- 


ses for it—he who supports it by his vote--ie 
who votes for Legislators who will now proceed 
against it—all these are manifestly supporters of 
what the Synod denounces, as a sinful system. 

The second resolution qualifies the first, not 
by denying that the Slaveholding relation is 
sinful, but by asserting that there may be cir- 
cumstances 80 peculiar, that a person sustaining 
this relation for a time, ought not therefore to 
be charged with sin because of the relation.— 
This resolution will do mischief—because every 
man will find in his own case something peculiar, 
and will then have the endorsement of the Sy- 
nod to his sinlessness as a Slaveholder. We 
should like the Synod to point out any cireum- 
stances that would justify a man in sustaining 
the slaveholding relation, voluntarily, any lon- 
ger than is necessary to enable him to release 
himself from it. Slaves may be bequeathed to 
me in Virginia. It may be some weeks before 
I can possibly make arrangements (to go 
there; and much time may then be required be- 
fore I can emancipate them. During all this 
delay, I may have sustained the telation of 
Slaveholder, but without sin, because, I went to 
the extent of my power, in endeavoring to re 
lease myself from the obligation, and so soon 
as this could be accomplished, did so. Res- 
ponsibility and Power are equal. For what 
is beyond my powet, I am_ not respon- 
sible. This exception, however, does not touch 
the moral character of the relation itself; and 
any attempts to justify this, even indirectly, give 
countenance and support to that system, which 
the Synod says, is sinful. 








An Inquiry. 


Dr. Bainey: 
Can Texas be annexed to the United 
States upon the grounds proposed by Henry 
Clay, viz: Without war, without dishonor, with 
the common consent of the people, and upon 
fair and equal terms? If so, ought any states- 
man to oppose the measure ? AnTI-TEXAS. 


We will first answer the question of “Anti- 
Texas,” precisely, we suppose, as he would have 
us answer; and then we will correct him. 

We answer then, that we donot believe that 
Texas can be annexed in any definite period, 
upon such grounds—but, if it could, that no 
statesman ought to oppose it. 

Now for the correction. ‘“Anti-Texas” has 
been misled by the Whig prints into the error, 
that these are the conditions, on which and no 
other, Henry Clay would have Texas annexed. 
We do not blame him, but their course in this 
matter, is, not to use a harbser term, unfair. 

The language of Mr. Clay in his third and 
last letter on annexation is— 

“So far from having any personal objection to 
annexation, I should be glad to see it, without 
war, without dishonor, with the common con- 
sent of the Union, and upon just and fair terms.” 

Get the document, and be sure that we have 
quoted his exact words. 

Now, what does this declaration say? Does 
it define the conditions, which he would require 
toannexation? Does it say, that he would be 
opposed to annexation, unless these circumstan- 
ces existed? Look at it—examine it well. All 
it says, all it means, is—[ should be glad to see 
annexation, under these circumstances. No 
doubt of it. Sowould mr. Polk, Mr. McDuffie, 
Mr. Calhoun.
